Description: ff. i - i -- 296 i - Bound, ca. 1840, in red morocco with the Bridgewater crest stamped in gold on both 
covers; gilt edges. - A note in English on f. 294v, counting the blank leaves at the end of the volume, is dated 22 
September 1591 and signed R. Combe and E. Combe. "R. Combe" may be the Richard Combes (nephew of Thomas 
Waterhouse, rector of Ashridge at the time of the Dissolution), to whom Queen Elizabeth (then princess) granted the land 
and buildings of Ashridge in 1557; the property was purchased by Sir Thomas Egerton in 1604. On f. 1, the inscription "ex 
dono Richardi Combe Armigeri" in the hand of John Egerton (1622-86), 2nd Earl of Bridgewater, as well as the Bridgewater 
pressmark "L:CC:B:2/15" on the same folio.

2 columns of 36 lines with frame rules in brown ink, and line rules in lead, often doubled to delineate 
the space for the minims. Double rules to the left of each column form space for initials; narrow strips ruled in the outer 
and lower margins. Pricking visible in the 3 outer margins. Quires marked in the upper recto of the first leaf: "correctum 
per totum quaternum."
